GERMAN AIRSHIP |B Days For Twedsmuirs 


IS RIPPED APART 
BY EXPLOSION 


Lakehurst, N.J.—Germany's great | 
silver Hindenburg, the world’s largest 
dirigible, was ripped apart by an ex- 
plosion that sent her crumpling to 
the naval landing field a flaming 
wreck with horrible death to about a 
third of those aboard her. 

Exactly how many died was still in| 
dispute as the flames licked clean | 
the twisted, telescoped skeleton of) 
the airship that put out from Ger-| 
many 76 hours before on jts opening 
trip of the 1937 passenger season. 


The American 
through its 
Harry 


Zeppelin Company, 
press representative, | 
placed the death toll 
at 33 of the 97 aboard. The company 
listed 20 of the 36 passengers and 44 
of the 61-man crew as the disaster’s 
survivors. 

An explosion of the No. 2 gas cell 
toward the stern of the ship was 
named as the cause of the disaster 
by state aviation commissioner Gill 
Khobt Wilson, who called the blast 
“strange”. | 

The highy-inflammable hydrogen | 
gas billowed into fierce flame as the) 
explosion plummeted the ship to the 
airfield. Ground spectators said crew 
members in the stern of the ship 
“never had a chance” to escape. 

The disaster struck without the 
least. warning. The ship had angled 
her blunt nose toward the mooring 
mast, the spider-like landing lines} 
had ben snaked down from her belly 
and the ground crew had grasped the 
ropes from the nose, when the ex-| 
plosion roared out, scattering ground 
crew and spectators alike. 

The passengers, who were waving 
gaily a minute before from the ob- 
servation windows that slit the belly 
of the dirigible, were so stunned they 
could not describe later what hap-| 
pened. Some jumped to the sandy! 
landing field along with members of | 
the crew. Others seemed to have} 
“been pitched from the careening sky | 
liner as it made its death plunge. 

The heat drove back would-be res-| 
cuers, so it could not be determined | 
for how many the Hindenburg made} 
a burning tomb. Fire departments’ 
from nearby communiiies converged, 
on the field and soon had streams of 
water playing on the broken airliner. 
The flames still enveloped the outline | 
of the ship, apparently feeding on

John owed his 
company $2,500 a year ago, and was paying eight per cent on 
mortgage, according to the terms of the contract which he signed 
when times were good. What is John’s position today? 

Just this. Instead of paying $200 per year,and having 
eventually to meet the payment of his principal of $2,500, John, 
this fall, (1937) will pay only $128 .04 interest. And his principal 
has been reduced to $2,134, down $466, which he is paying off at 
five per cent per year. 

And he isn’t laying awake nights wondering if the courts 
will change the whole thing either. He has a new mortgage 
which is legal, signed by his company and himself, and it calls 
for six per cent interest instead of eight, and the reduced princi- 
pal is written into it. In fact, the old mortgage for $2,500 at 
eight per cent is torn up and probably in ashes somewhere, 

John isn’t in the dry belt either. He’s an average farmer in 
Saskatchewan. His brother in the dry area has a much different 
story to tell. He got a much more drastic reduction, because he 
deserved it.

McFarland Approves Canada’s

Weigh A Million Pounds 


Albert Einstein and 100 other 
scientists watched the last bolt 
placed in the tube which will carry a 
200-inch telescope mirror and they 
learned the great tube is going to 
be the world’s first “sky cage.” 

It will not only house the big glass 
eye that will see 1,000,000,000 light | 
years out into space—but its crew of | 
astronomers will do everything but | 
sleep in the moving tube. 

As the tube swings across the 
sky, astronomers will work in a cage 
in its upper end, in a basket hang- 
ing beneath its bottom and in a big 
cylindrical room alongside its middle. 

The telescope and its problems 
are so vast that for the first time 
the astronomical observers cannot | 
readily stand outside and look 
through, | 

The telescope itself will be in some 
respect a more wonderful thing than 
any of the sights yet caught of stars | 
and distant nebulae. The tube, about 
75 tons, is a steel framework the 
bulk of a six-room house, and when 
its “top” is bolted on will weigh 87 
tons and be as tall as a six-storey 
building. 

Pressure of a child’s hand will 
be able to swing this giant structure 
to and fro on its axis when it is fin- 
ally mounted. 

Furthermore the entire telescope 
when finished will weigh 1,000,000| 
pounds. Completed and set up on Mt. 
Polomar, California, the telescope 
alone will be a steel structure 41 
storeys high. 

The astronomer riding the top will 
look directly at rays focussed from 
the 200-inch mirror 55 feet below 
him in the bottom of the tube. in} 
the middle of the great mirror is a) 
40-inch wide hole and beneath this) 
will be swung a basket in which | 
other astronomers can ride. They | 
will see the objects in the mirror} 
after reflection back from near the 
top of the tube, down through the) 
hole in the mirror. 

The third crew of astronomical) 
riders will be half-way down the! 
tube, off to one side, where they can| 
see reflections of stars brought from 
the big mirror by right-angled mirror 
arrangements,

Prince Aga Khan. 

Remote descendant of Ali, cousin 
of the prophet Mahomet, Rt. Hon. 
Aga Khan is the spiritual leader of

| branches of the Mohammedan faith. 
To his influence was largely due the 
| loyalty of the Mohammedans of In- 
| dia during the years when there was

The Aga Khan is astonishingly 
learned, possessing a knowledge of 
almost every current European 
tongue, and a complete understand- 
ing of the politics of the races of the 
West. 

He has lived for the most part in 
England and has made a position for 
himself there unique among the 
princes of India.

Using Substitute Flour 


Germany’s Move To Overcome Grain 
Shortage Causing Complaints 

Substitute flour used in Germany 
to overcome the grain shortage has 
been the subject of complaints 
throughout the country, the official 
newspaper Korrespondenz said. 

The Nazi party organ insisted 
that although the substitute was 
slightly darker in color and not as 
| tasty as real flour, its nourishing 
| qualities more than made up for its 
shortcomings. 

The paper described three kinds of 
flour available in the reich. The first 
type 502--is high quality flour, 
which must be used sparingly. 

Type 8121, the second kind, is 
recommended by the newspaper for 
general use. It added that potato 
| starch and corn starch had been add- 
ed to this type of flour to make it 
whiter. 

The third kind of flour—type 1050 

has provoked some concern, “but it 
is better than its reputation,” the 
paper said.

| budget which Neville Chamberlain,

During the early part of the sea- 
son, a little cultivation every week 
will help plants along wonderfully. 
The purpose is two-fold. Unsightly 
weeds are killed and valuable mois- 
ture is conserved. Growth is hur- 
ried along. Later on as the flowers 
or vegetables develop it will not be 
necessary to cultivate so often. 
| Sometimes a mulch of short straw or 
,8rass clippings is used to retain 
moisture during the summer. This 
mulch is simply spread over the 
ground between the plants. It keeps 
the underlying soil moist, open and 
free from weeds. 

The importance of good seed is im- 
possible to over-emphasize. Other 
factors may be beyond control, but 
the gardener has absolute check over 
this foundation. Weather, soil and 
location may be ideal, but without 
good seed, especially selected to suit 
Canadian conditions, the garden is 
going to be a failure. There is no 
guarantee that a flower which has 
given wonderful results in Great Bri- 
tain or the Southern States will do 
equally well in this country, and be- 
cause of this the average gardener 
is well advised to secure his seed 
and nursery stock from a reliable 
Canadian source, 

Many fine points can be consider- 
ed when laying out a flower garden. 
Certain shades blend well together 
and often a whole bed will be select- 
ed with this blending in mind. Of 
course, for this sort of thing all the 
plants must bloom during the same 

riod. Fragrance should be taken 
nto account as there are some spicy 
things like Evening Scented Stock, 
Nicotine, Mignonette, Sweet Sultan 
and Verbena which, while rather 
plain as plants, fill the whole garden 
with a delightful incense, more es- 
pecially in the evening. In shaded 
quarters, tuberous rooted Begonias, 
| Pansies and wild flowers will do well. 
In fact they prefer this location to 
any other. In partial shade nearly 
every annual can be grown. On poor 
soil Portulaca is a favorite, as well 
as Alyssum, Sweet-scented Stocks, 
Linum, Calendulas, Calliopsis, Sun- 
flowers, Schizanthus, Salpiglossis, 
| Marigolds, Petunias and many others, 


These will also successfully resist 
dry weather.

With this frame of mind every 
move made within recent months 
by British Statesmen has been far 
more. suecessful than it would 
appear from a casual study of the 
international state of affairs.

realize that a deep impression has 


been made upon all those nations 
which boasted of war-like plans by 
the colossal British rearmament

Into this scheme is certain to 
enter certain considerations about 
the Dominion of Canada. The 
country has a population of only 
e'even millions that is spread over 
a territory which extends for more 
than 2,800 miles from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and from the most 
southern point at the United States 
border to the north for over 1 200 
miles. The depression years brought 
a sharp halt to immigration, and it 
is the opinion of the leading Cana- 
dians that the country needs a 
population much larger than that 
which if is getting through natural 
growth, although all further echem- 
es aloug this line will very likely 
be serutinized and supervised to 
select the right types Then again 
Canada is extremely rich in natural 
resources, She has developed hun- 
dreds of thousands of horse power 
in the last twenty-five years, and 
it is estimated that the potential 
water power of this country should 
be ebout 43,700,000 horse power. 
There are untold resources in min- 
erals including huge belts of gold, 
nickel, lead, copper, zine. platinum, 
etc, and which fact is essentially 
significant in view of the interna- 
tional rearmament race, the high 
price of gold on the world market, 
and the dearth of natural products 
in many parts of the globe. The 
Dominion leads the world in the 
export of wheat, and the three 
prairie provinces ‘of Alberta, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan are known 
as the “granary’’ of the British 
Commonwea!th. 

It would be no surprise under 
these circumstances if Canada con- 
tributes a large share to the better- 
ment of the whole world’s economic 
situation and yet not without 
profit. and benefit to the entire 
British Empire, particularly to the 
Dominion itself, which may emerge 
out of all these schemes as the one 
which gained most.
